Popular After War 


Desiccated vegetables, now be 
ing put up in the interior, will 
| Probably become common on 
} tables throughout the province 
lafter the war, in the opinion of 
Agriculture Minister. K. C. Mac 
} Donald 

A large dehydrating plant at 
| Vernon is now producing thou- 
|sands of cases of desiccated cab- 
| bage,-beans and carrots.--Its out 
| put, expanded many times during 
wartime, has been sent almost ex- 
clusively to the armed forces to 
date. 

Dr. MacDonald thought. that 
because of the high food value 
of the products In relation to the 
small shipping space needed, B.C.- 
produced desiccated vegetables 
would probably go to help feed 
Europe now.‘ After the war he 
believed the output would be 
swung to the Canadian domestic 
markets:

However, it-evidently isn’t enough just 
to meditate on his virtues—or otherwise.

Svcs THOUGHTS have to be givén tan- 

gible expression—in the shape of gifts. 

So dear old Dad is likely to be presented 
with ties of terrific taste. s 

Or slippers, which aren't half as com- 
fortable as the shabby ones he shuffles 
around in. Or smoking jackets he wouldn't 
-—privately—be seen dead in! 

Or else with pipes that won't draw, or 
a piece of bric-a-brac or furniture that Ma 
has wanted for a long time. 

Happily, however,;-all. the gifts will be 
accompanied by such an abundance of real 
affection that poor old Pop won't have the 
heart to express his real feelings * about 
them! 

FOR EVERY DAY 
-AJOW_ALL THIS doesn’t mean that I have 
anything-against-Father’s Day. I haven't. 

But, as with Mother’s Day, it seems. to 
me a sad ‘commentary ‘upon our ‘filial feek 
ings that such manifestations are. reserved 
for just one day in the year. 

In my humble opinion, it would be better 
to show them—especially when they’ are 
gettiig older—every day and ii every way 
how much we think of them 

Instead of reserving it for one ostenta- 
tious splash on an anniversary which tends 
to lose its sentimental significance because 
of the extent to which it is becoming. com- 
mercialized. 

I recall hearing a strong sermon in that 
vein in a Washington Church when I was 
in the U.S. capital last year 

It was preached as part of a Mother's 
Day service, as a vigorous protest against 
the extent to which what started 4s a sacred 
observance, had been exploited by commer 
cia! interests

BATTLED. COMMERCIALIZATION 


But THE PHILADELPHIA story also re- 
calls that the crusade was accompanied 
by fighting—as crusades so often are. 

Miss Jarvis was described as a “real 
scrapper in those days” by a man who knew 
her. then, and stil] visits her in the sani- 
tarium where she is spending her déclining 
years. 

For years she conducted bitter feuds with 
florists, the greeting-card industry and—the 
candy-makers in the United States, he says. 

And did it because of what she alleged 
were their attempts “to distort the real 
meaning of Mother’s. Day.” 

To that end, too, she conducted. many 
fights in and out of court against what she 
termed “commercialization of the sacred day 
she began.” 

LESS EXPLOITED 

T DON'T KNOW who fourded Father's Day, 
or whether he met with the ups and 

downs Miss Jarvis did 

But, in Canada at least,’it has not been 
so widely taken up as Mother’s Day, nor as 
heavily exploited as in the United States. 

Perhaps because gifts for father are 
rather more circumscribed than those for 
mother. Not for him candy; gardenias, or 
cosmetics—other than the odd shaving soap. 

But, despite that, Father is a “pretty 
good scout” in most households, and looked 
up to as the head of the family
